seeks aid for refugee:

Several Miami members of a 
Nicáraguan rebel group fighting to 
topple the Sandinista government 
are appealing “to the Bener of ' 
the ‘American’ people” through 
newspaper advertising campaign 
launched this week. 

The newspaper ads, which the 
fund-raisers have sought to pub-' 
lish in some of the most influential 
U.S. newspapers, say in large, bold 
type: "The victims of Communist- 
dominated Nicaragua need your 


| help." 


The "victims," the ads say, are 
thousands of Nicaraguan refugees 
living in ramshackle camps along 
the Nicaraguan-Honduran border. 
The money, to. be collected at the 
444 Brickell Ave. office, will buy 
food, medicine and clothes, said 
the fund-raisers, who are members 
of the CIA-backed Nicaraguan 
Democratic Force (FDN). 

The organizers of the ad cam- 
paign say the funds will not be 
used for political or military 
purposes. “This effort is not 
associated with a political group,” 
said Nicaraguan David Raskosky, 
a Miami businessman who is one 
of the coordinators. “We are 
seeking humanitarian aid.” 

Many of the refugees are the 
close relatives of FDN contra 
rebels who operate from Hondu- 
ras, FDN leaders acknowledged. 
They insisted, however, that the 
funds will not be a form of aid to 
the anti-Sandinista rebels. 

“There are neutrality laws in 
this country that we have to 
respect,” said FDN president Adol- 
fo Calero, who is visiting Miami 
this week. “It (the money] will not 
be used in the armed struggle.” 

In Miami, the quarter-page ads 
ran Monday in The Miami Herald 
and The Miami News. Nicaraguan 
sources involved in the effort said 
ads would also be placed in The 
New York Times and The Wall 
Street Journal. 

The ads say that the 200,000

The FDN was originally composed largely 
of former ‘Nicaraguan National Guard personnel, but its ranks 
are now filled with Nicaraguans who have fled from Sandinista 
repression.

Its President is Adolfo Calero 
Portocarrero. Its Military Commander is former National Guard

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ARDE is the Democratic Revolutionary Alliance based in 
Costa Rica. It is also an anti-Sandinista armed group. It was 
originally formed in 1982 by Eden Pastora who headed the 
Nicaraguan Democratic Movement, Fernando "E1 Negro" Chamorro 
who headed the Nicaraguan Democratic Union/Nicaraguan Revolu- 
tionary Armed Forces, and who headed the Miskito 
Indian Organization Miskito, Suma, Rama, and Sandinist Unity.
